Tax Cut Blocked 


Increase Now Seen

Taxpaying Americans will 
have a few dollars a week 
less to spend early next year 
because neither President 
Ford nor Congress will 
budge from their positions 
on

The

upheld Ford’s veto of a six- 
month extension of 1975’s tax 
cuts Frustrated Democrats 
said they had no further 
plans this year to try again 
Congress 
then 
began 
packing to go home this 
afternoon for Christmas. 
Further efforts eventually 
will be made to pass a tax 
cut. But unless some sur­ 
prise compromise evolves, 
that will not be until next 
year The cut could be made 
retroactive,

meantime, withholding rates 
will rise by roughly $4 to $6 a 
week a $1 billion-a-month 
blow to an already weak 
economy.

The City of Plano will 
begin legal proceedings 
against J.T. Uland in the 
near future. 
City Council m em bers 
agreed Thursday night to 
institute Eminent Domain 
proceedings against Uland 
to acquire an easement on a 
.245 acre strip of land for a 
sanitary sewer line. 
The Rowlett Creek In­ 
terceptor is planned for 
construction in the right-of- 
way of the proposed Shiloh 
Rd., but Uland and the city 
have been unable to agree on 
a fair market value for his 
land. 
A ssistant 
City 
Manager Alan Ratliff told 
the council that Uland would 
only dedicate land which lies 
in the creek’s flood plain. 
This 
land 
would 
be 
unacceptable, according to 
City Engineer Robert Pope, 
since adjoining property 
owners 
have 
already 
dedicated easements in the 
present alignm ent. Pope 
added that construction of a 
sewer line in a floodplain is 
not advisable. 
The Rowlett Creek In­ 
terceptor will serve the 
proposed 
Brown 
and 
Bowman Branches in nor­ 
theast and northwest Plano, 
Pope 
explained. 
The 
Bowman Branch line will 
serve the Multi purpose 
Complex on Spring Creek 
Pkwy. School officials now 
plan to open the complex 
with an athletic stadium in 
the fall of 1977. 
Ultimately, said Pope, the 
interceptor will serve the 
whole Rowlett Creek Basin. 
The interceptor and two 
branch lines are part of a 
sewer package which has 
been submitted for federal 
grant approval. 
The city has requested 
approximately $3 million to 
construct these lines, Spring 
Creek Interceptor, Pittman 
Creek Interceptor, two lift 
stations 
and 
two force 
mains. Construction cost for 
the 
package 
has 
been 
estim ated at about $4.5 
million. Word on the grant 
status should be received in 
February or March, Pope 
explained. 
In other action, the council 
purchased 20 vehicles for

d e p a rtm e n ts. 
Eleven 
mid-size 
police 
patrol cars were purchased

‘Twelve Days of Christmas ’ Is A Bargain

LONDON (UPI) 
The British government’s anti-infla 
tjon policy has cut the cost of Christmas this year 
at 
least for anyone planning to give his true love all the gifts 
suggested in the carol “The Twelve Days of Christmas. 
In 1973 the cost of providing a partridge in a pear tree, 
along with all the other fowl and an assorted collection of 
singers, dancers, milkmaids and leaping lords amounted 
to $5,633.60. 
In 1974 the cost rocketed to $9,810. But this year it has 
been reduced by about 20 per cent, to $7,856. according to 
the World Wildlife Fund, compilers of this unlikely 


economic indicator 
The list of gifts suggested by the carol was dreamed up 
in a feudal age long before union rates affected prices. 
Last year, wage-led inflation hiked the cost by 70 per cent. 
Eight maids a-milking went up from $5.92 for an eight 
hour day to $11 following a pay award to agricultural 
workers. Negotiations by the Musicians Union led to a big 
increase in the rates for hiring drummers 
Similarly, the cost of ten pipers more than trebled, from 
$208 to $665.60. 
This year prices have fluctuated and the government s 
$12 ceiling on pay claims has stabilized wage rates and 
prices 


The cost o* three French hens and four calling birds has 
doubled. But two turtle doves are a bargain at $10. Last 
year they cost three times that much 
The package deal for a partridge in a pear tree is a 
reasonable $11 compared w ith $18.40 a year ago. Five gold 
rings still cost $18 each. 
But six geese cost 20 per cent more at $72 and the seven 
swans are $38 more expensive at $179. 
Musicians now charge for each performance rather 
than by the hour, so nine drummers would cost $216 and IO 
pipers could be hired for $240 
although neither group 
would likely play all day for that money, a World Wildlife 
Fund spokesman said 


The hiring of eleven ladies dancing is still something of 
an extravagance — $1,040 for the day compared with $900 
at Christmas, 1974. “We are hiring them hum the Ballet 
Rambert,” the spokesman said. 
But the price of twelve lords a-leaping. hired at the 
House of Lords’ daily attendance rate of $17 is unchanged 
from last year. 
Total cost for the twelve days — $7,856, a cut of 20 per 
cent from last year 


But for those who still celebrate Christmas by sending 
cards, the cost of postage has more than doubled since 
December, 1974.

Selling of Infants Investigated

WASHINGTON (UPL - 
The U.S. Children’s Berea u 
has begun a study of black 
m arket babies and other 
adoption ab u ses in ‘five 
cities. 
“ The selling of babies is 
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barbaric and the need to 
elim inate such activity is 
u rg e n t,’’ 
said 
adoption 
specialist Ursula Gallagher 
in a report explaining the 
study. 
She 
cited 
p ress 
and 
congressional reports that 
infants have been bought 
and sold for fees up to $25,000 
in recent years. She recalled 
that Senate hearings in the 
1950s and 1960s disclosed 
abuses including placement 
of children for high fees 
w ithout concern for the 
b i o l o g i c a l 
m o t h e r , 
qualifications of the would- 
be parents or the safety and 
welfare of the child. 
“ It appears that history is 
repeating itself, probably in 
view 
of 
the 
im balance 
betw een 
‘supply 
and 
dem and’ 
of babies.’ 
her 
report said. 
The report, in the new 
issue of Children Today, a 
publication of the D epart­ 
ment of Health.

aimed at “ termination of 
parental rights in all in­ 
stances where the parents 
are clearly unable or un­ 
willing to care for" children, 
and focusing on a child's 
right to have a perm anent 
home. One bureau project in 
Oregon has resulted in the 
freeing of 150 children for 
adoption in less than two 
years.

There’s Less Tobacco In Cigarettes

ATLANTA 
(U PI) 
C igarette com panies are 
paying almost twice as much 
per pound for tobacco as 
they were IO years ago and 
that may be good news for 
the 
health 
of 
young 
Americans. 
Charles Althafer, acting 
director of the National 
Clearinghouse for Smoking 
and Health, says cigarette 
manufacturers are putting 
less 
tobacco 
in 
their 
products and therefore there 
is less tar and nicotine. 
These are the principal 
agents medical authorities 
say are involved in causing 
lung cancer 
and 
heart 
disease in smokers. 
“The kids today who are 
starting out smoking are 
starting out with weaker 
cig arettes,” 
he 
said. 
“There’s less tobacco in 
them.” 
He noted that the number 
of deaths caused by heart 
attacks are down and that 
lung cancer mortality in 
young males dropped for the 
first time in 1974. But he said 
the reasons for this are not 
known yet and cannot be 
attributed to the reduced 
tobacco 
content 
of 
cigarettes. 
In the 1950s, cigarettes 
contained an average of 40 
milligrams of tars and 2.5 
milligrams of nicotine, he 
said Twenty years later the 
tar content had been reduced 


to 19 milligrams and 1.3 
milligrams of nicotine. 
With tobacco costing more 
and the pressure on for a 
“safer” cigarette, Althafer 
said cigarette com panies 
have been freeze drying or 
“ fluffing” their tobacco. 
These processes increase the 
tobacco bulk and make the 
product 
go 
farther 
in 
cigarettes. In addition, 86 
per cent of the cigarettes on 
the market today, he added, 
are filtered and most are 
much thinner than they were 
IO years ago. 
Flue-cured tobacco, the 
principal 
type 
used 
in 
cigarette manufacture and 
grown mainly in the states of 
Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama sold 
for an average of 58.5 cents 
per pound in 1964. In 1974, the 
average price had jumped to 
$1.05. 
Spokesmen for the R.J, 
Reynolds Co. and Liggett & 
Myers both said they used 
the new process as a method 
of cutting costs. 
In western Europe, where 
the price of a pack of 
cigarettes is over a dollar, 
Althafer said wood cellulose 
filler, which has a tobacco 
taste, is used to stretch out 
the tobacco. Two brands of 
these type cigarettes are on 
the market in Switzerland. 
Althafer said an all cellulose 
cigarette was developed in 
G reat 
B ritain 
but 
the 


m akers were forced by 
government regulations to 
remove it from the market. 
The Am erican Tobacco 
Company is producing a 
brand called Carlton 70s, 
described as a short but 
heavily filtered cigarette. It 
claims that the tar level is IO 
tim es 
less 
than 
m any 
leading 
cigarettes. 
But 
medical authorities say that 
even with low ta r 
and 
nicotine cigarettes, there is 
still the ingestion of carbon 
monoxide, which has been 
implicated in heart disease. 
He referred to the findings of 
the 
National 
Cancer 
Advisory B oard’s recom ­ 
m endations to President 
Ford for the regulation of 
cigarette 
smoke 
com ­ 


ponents. 
One 
of 
those 
regulations, he said, was 
that “the public must be 
inform ed 
that 
there 
is 
currently no known formula 
for a safe cigarette, and that 
the 
restrictions 
here 
suggested are likely to 
produce, but cannot guaran­ 
tee a reduction of hazards 
from smoking.”

Lifers Inc. Has 
Christmas Spirit

MENARD, 111. (U PI) - 
Just like communities in the 
free society, Menard State 
Penitentiary has its pillars, 
and many of them 
are 
members of Lifers, Inc. 
The chartered nonprofit 
organization 
of 
felons 
engaged in philanthropies 
inside and outside the prison 
walls has 55 members. All of 
them will be around for a 
while. 
Lifers, less than a year 
old, this month put the 
finishing touches on its most 
ambitious project so far — 
sending 60,000 Christmas 
cards to penal institutions 
throughout the state. 
“ The Hallmark company 
contributed a little over 
30,000 Christmas cards and 
we provided another 29,000, 
said John Knippenberg, 38, 
the Lifers president who is 
serving 
a 
30-to-60-year 
sentence 
on 
a 
murder 
charge. 
The project will mean that 
each adult and juvenile 
under jurisdiction of the 
Illinois 
Department 
of 
Corrections 
will have at 
least six Christmas cards to 
mail to family and friends. 
Lifers Inc. at Menard had 
its origin after an inmate 
complained 
to 
Warden 
Thomas R. Israel that most 


of the prison’s programs at 
that time overlooked the 
long-term offender. 
To become a member of 
Lifers at Menard, prisoners 
must be serving a minimum 
of 20 years. 
“ The long-term resident 
for the most part is the most 
stable inmate we have,” he 
said. “ They know they will 
be around for a while and 
they don’t want to make 
waves. We have attempted 
to give them an opportunity 
to improve their community 
record.” 
In less than a year, Lifers 
has: 
— Painted the Alcoholics 
Anonymous meeting hall 
floor; 
— Sponsored a public 
education program in an 
effort 
to 
dispel 
some 
misconceptions 
about 
convicts; 
— Operated concessions 
stands at two prison art 
show’s; and 
— Obtained permission to 
buy sandwiches and pizzas 
through 
a 
community 
vendor and offer them for 
sale 
along 
the 
prison 
galleries in the evening 
hours. 
“ It has given us some 
incentive, and in a place like 
this, you need all you can 
get,” Knippenberg said.
